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INTRODUCTION 


In  1929  a  small  group  of  approximately  sixty  gathered  in  the  meadow  on 
the  Witherow  homestead  near  Harney,  Md.,  then  owned  by  Anna  Witherow 
Hoffman  and  Sarah  Witherow,  and  initiated  the  regular  reunions  of  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  David  Witherow. 

Since  that  time  meetings  have  been  held  on  the  second  Saturday  of  Au¬ 
gust  of  each  year,  except  in  the  war  years,  1942-1944.  Mrs.  Robert  With¬ 
erow  and  Belle  Witherow  Null  (Mrs.  Thurlow  Null)  were  largely  responsible 
for  arousing  interest  in  this  first  meeting  of  the  clan.  Officers  were  elected 
as  follows: 


President,  Joseph  Washington  Witherow.4 
Vice-Pres.,  Robert  Crooks  Witherow4. 
Sec.-Treas.,  Belle  Witherow  Null'*. 


Historian,  Flora  Wade  Witherow4. 


In  1935  a  publication  committee,  consisting  of  Flora  W.  Witherow  and 
Mrs.  Thurlow  Null,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  history  of  the  Witherows  of 
Adams  Co.  The  committee  was  authorized  to  publish  the  record  and  for  the 
nominal  sum  of  25  cents  a  booklet  of  ten  pages  containing  the  first  record 
of  the  clan  was  made  available  at  the  meeting  in  1936.  , 

In  making  a  report  on  their  work,  that  first  committee  made  the  follow¬ 
ing  comments: 

“It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  say  much  about  the  importance  of  a  work 
of  this  kind.  Its  value  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated.  As  the  years  roll  by 
the  landmarks  of  the  past  disappear  more  and  more  from  view.  Names,  dates, 
and  events  are  not  easily  remembered  by  most  men,  so  it  behooves  those  now 
living  to  write  the  records  of  their  ancestors,  making  them  as  full  and  as 
complete  as  possible,  and  then  insure  their  preservation  by  having  them  put  in 
.  'v  printed  form. 

Our  task  has  not  been  an  easy  one.  It  has  taken  time  and  required  labor 
to  gather  names  and  dates  and  to  place  them  in  their  proper  connection  and 
^order,  so  as  to  form  a  correct  family  history.  We  believe  that  we  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  making  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  the  descendants  of  David 
Witherow,  yet  we  do  not  claim  perfection  for  our  work.

In  a  few  years  the  supply  of  these  booklets  became  exhausted,  and  a  sec¬ 
ond  publication  committee,  consisting  of  Belle  Witherow  Null,  George  P.  Black, 
Grace  A.  Witherow,  Mary  Witherow  Wantz,  and  Eleanor  Linebaugh,  was 
appointed  to  bring  the  history  up-to-date.  The  work  progressed  very  slowly. 
In  1953,  Mary  Wantz  with  the  assistance  of  Secretary  Jane  Witherow  was  di¬ 
rected  to  complete  the  manuscript  and  go  forward  with  the  publication.  As 
in  the  first  instance  the  undertaking  has  required  lengthy  correspondence  and 
painstaking  effort  in  checking  names,  dates,  and  other  biographical  materials. 

The  committee  in  presenting  this  second  publication  thinks  that  it  shows 
as  complete  and  correct  data  as  it  is  possible  to  assemble  at  present.  If  there 
seems  to  bd  any  inconsistency  in  the  data  given  on  individual  families,  it  aris¬ 
es  from  the  fact  that  the  material  furnished  has  varied  widely.  Some  families 
have  supplied  a  record  t  of  education,  profession  or  business,  service  to 
country  and  community  and  place  of  burial,  whereas  others  have  sent  in  less 
detailed  information.

There  is  also  given  in  a  supplementary  section,  brief  mention  of 
other  members  of  the  Witherow  clan  whose  connection  with  the  David  With¬ 
erow  line  has  not  been  established.

ANCESTOR  JOHN  WITHEROW1,  REVOLUTIONARY  PATRIOT

From  the  most  reliable  information  that  can  be  obtained,  John  Witherow 
came  to  this  country  about  1760,  from  County  Antrim,  Ireland,  and  located  in 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  at  Graceham. 

After  a  few  years  he  returned  to  Ireland  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
family  to  America.  It  is  tradition  that  their  voyage  was  very  tempestuous 
and  they  were  in  such  distress  that  they  were  compelled  to  subsist  on  a  biscuit 
and  a  half  a  week  and  a  pint  of  water  for  twenty-four  hours.  It  is  said 
they  suffered  more  for  water,  than  for  bread.  It  is  also  said  that,  on  the  voy¬ 
age,  he  lost  his  parents  and  all  the  family,  which  numbered  eight  or  nine, 
except  his  brother  William1,  and  one  sister  Margaret1. 

Margaret  married -  Boyd  and -some  time  afterward,  with  her  son  and 

two  daughters,  moved  to  Western  Pennsylvania.  The  daughters  married 
- Fife  and - Gilfillan. 

As  on  record  in  Frederick,  Md.,  on  May  21,  1771,  John1  and  William1 
Witherow  bought  of  John  McMachon  244  acres  of  land  in  Frederick  Co.,  Md., 
called.  “Brooks  Reserve”,  paying  (£400)  four  hundred  pounds  English  money 
and  paying  to  the  Lord  proprietors  of  the  colony  of  Maryland,  9  shillings 
and  9  pence  transfer  tax.  This  land  was  equally  divided  between  John  and 
William. 

At  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  John  Witherow  served  on  the  Committee 
of  Observation  of  Frederick  Co.  His  name  appears  with  other  members  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Committee  of  Observation  of  the  Middle  District  of  Fred- 
ick  Co.,  Md.,  Sept.  12,  1776  to  Oct.  24,  1776.  See  the  Md.  Historical  Magazine 
Vol.  II,  page  174. 

William  preceded  John  in  death,  and  being  a  bachelor  bequeathed  his 
whole  estate  to  John.  ,  . 

William1  died  in  1785,  at  the  age  of  50  years.  He  is  buried  in  Tom's 
Creek  Cemetery,  near  Emmitsburg,  Maryland.

John  Witherow1  married  Margaret  Barbour,  who  was  born  near  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Penna.  Her  parents  dying,  she  was  brought  to  the  Carrick  family,  who 
were  relatives  and  lived  at  the  foot  of  Carrick’s  Knob,  which  is 'located  about 
one  and  one-half  miles  west  of  Emmitsburg,  Md.,  in  the  vicinity  of  Mt.  Saint 
Mary’s  College. 

They  had  eight  children — four  boys  and  four  girls,  namely:  William2, 
John,  David,  Samuel,  Jane-',  Sarah,  Elizabeth  and  Margaret. 

John1  died  Aug.  21,  1794,  aged  63  years,  and  is  buried  in  Tom’s  Creek 
Cemetery,  near  Emmitsburg,  Md.  His  will  probated  in  November  of  that 
year,  left  (1/3)  one-third  of  his  estate  to  his  wife;  to  his  three  daughters, 
Elizabeth,  Jane  and  Margaret,  he  left  (£100)  one  hundred  poujids  or  ($500) 
Five  Hundred  Dollars;  to  Sarah,  another  daughter,  he  left  ($25;X  Twenty-five 
Dollars.  To  his  son,  John,  he  left  the  plantation  on  which  he  lived;  to  his 
son  William,  who  was  to  pay  another  son  Samuel,  ($100)  One  Hundred.  Dol¬ 
lars;  to  his  son  David,  he  left  ($375)  Three  Hundred  Seventy-five  Dollars  and 
the  plantation  called  “Vearchy”  lying  near  South  Mountain.  His  executors 
were  his  wife  Margaret  and  his  son  William. 

The  Will  was  witnessed  by  John  Buchanan,  John  Woodrow  and  Samuel 
Null. 

Margaret  his  wife  died  September  2,  1816,  and  is  buried  beside  her  hus¬ 
band.  Aged  67  years.

David  Witherow-  was  born  in  Frederick  Co.,  Md.,  in  1785  and  lived  there 
until  1812,  when  he  and  his  brother  Samuel  bought  a  mill  property  on  Marsh 
Creek,  Cumberland  Township,  Adams  Co.,  Penn.,  from  Christian  Routzong,  it 
being  part  of  the  “Manor  of  Maske”  and  purchased  by  Christian  Routzong 
from  John  and  Richard  Penn,  late  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania.  He  lived 
there  for  two  years,  and  then  bought  the  farm  near  Fairfield,  Pa.,  where  he 
resided  until  his  death  in  1847.  David  detained  his  interest  in  the  mill,  but 
his  brother  Samuel  having  failed,  his  title  was  sold  and  the  purchaser  claimed 
the  entire  property.  This  claim  was  resisted  and  after  forty  years  litigation 
was  decided  in  favor  of  David’s  heirs.  From  the  time  of  the  purchase  from 
Routzong,  in  1812  until  1814,  David  Witherow  was  a  single  man,  a  millwright 
by  trade.  He  had  his  home  with  his  brother  Samuel  who  had  charge  of  the 
property. 


David  Witherow  married  Nancy  Walker,  daughter  of  Joseph  Walker  and 
Elizabeth  Stewart8  about  1814  (exact  date  unknown),  and  on  April  18,  1814, 
he  bought  the  farm,  near  Fairfield  in  Hamiltonban  Township,  Adams  Co.,  Pa., 
containing  176  acres,  56  perches,  from  Alexandria  Brice  and  wife.  The  pur* 
chase  price  was  2,500  pounds. 

On  Aug.  27,  1825,  David  and  Nancy,  his  wife,  sold  this  farm  to  Jane  Wil¬ 
liams,  David’s  sister.  At  her  death  it  descended  to  her  one  son,  John  H.  Wil¬ 
liams  who,  with  his  wife,  Ellen,  sold  and  deeded  it  to  John  Stewart  Witherow, 
on  Aug.  1,  1857  for  ($5000)  Five  Thousand  Dollars. 

David  Witherow-  died  in  1847,  aged  62  years,  at  the  farm  near  Fairfield, 
Pa.  His  widow,  Nancy  died  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  William  G. 
Black,  in  Cumberland  Township,  in  1873,  aged  76  years.  They  are  buried  in 
Tom’s  Creek  Cemetery,  near  Emmitsburg,  Md.

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Joseph  Walker  Witherow1*,  David’s  oldest  son,  married  Lydia  Ann  Rid¬ 
inger,  daughter  of  Peter  Ridinger  and  Catherine  Shriner  Ridinger,  and  raised 
a  family  of  ten  children.  He  spent  most  of  his  life  on  his  farm  lying  partly  in 
Cumberland  Township,  Adams  Co,  Pa.,  and  partly  in  Frederick  Co.,  Md.,  the 
house  being  located  on  the  “Mason  and  Dixon  Line”.  This  property  was 
formerly  owned  by  his  great-grand  father,  William  Stewart,  (on  his  mother’s 
side).  It  consists  of  about  200  acres  of  land  and  lies  within  the  forks  of  Rock 
Creek  and  Marsh  Creek  which  form  the  Monocacy  River,  north  of  Harney, 
Md.  Previous  to  his  residence  on  this  farm  he  owned  a  property  located  on 
the  Uniontown-Taneytown,  Md.,  road,  near  the  latter  place,  where  the  seven 
oldest  children  were  born. 

Joseph  and  Lydia  Ann  Witherow  are  buried  in  the  U.  B.  Cemetery,  Har¬ 
ney,  Md.  After  Lydia’s  death,  the  Adams  Co.  Frederick  Co.  farm  passed  to 
the  daughters,  Sarah  E.  Witherow  and  Anna  Mary  Hoffman,  and  at  their 
death  to  the  latter’s  sons,  George  and  William  Hoffman.

'  George  Perle  Black*  married  Verna  A.  Weikert.  He  attended  normal 
school  and  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Adams  Co.,  for  ten  years.  He  was 
clerk  in  the  Gettysburg  postoffice  for  14  years,  and  assistant  postmaster  in 
the  same  office  for  27  years.  He  retired  at  the  age  of  70  years.  They  had 
two  children:  Sara  Catherine5  and  George  Joseph  Black.

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SUPPLEMENTARY 

In  gathering  data  on  the  David  Witherow  clan,  we  have  found  other 
Witherows,  whom  we  have  not  traced.  They  may  be  descendants  either  of 
David’s  brothers  or  of  members  of  the  clan  other  than  John,  who  came  from 
Ireland. 

In  Fannettsburg,  Pa.,  Presbyterian  Church  is  a  memorial  window  to  John 
Witherow,  b.  July  13,  1794,  d.  May  18,  1864. 

In  Lower  Marsh  Creek  Cemetery,  Sam  Witherow  d.  1832,  and  Elizabeth 
Witherow  d.  1774. 

In  1756  a  Sam  Witherow  enlisted  as  an  ensign  under  Captain  Huglt^Dun- 
woody,  Adams  and  York  Co.,  Pa.  In  the  records  of  the  assembly  of  Adams 
and  Cumberland  Cos.  in  1816,  1817  and  1818,  is  the  name  Sam  Witherow. 

A  David  Witherow  was  a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Kennedy  Post  490,  Mt. 
Holly  Springs,  Cumberland  Co.,  Pa.,  organized  Aug.  15,  1885.  (From  History, 
Cumberland  Co.,  in  History  of  Penna.  Page  130). 

In  the  Public  Square  in  Carlisle,  on  the  Soldier’s  Monument,  130  Pa.  Vol. 
Co.  “G”,  is  the  name  of  James  Witherow. 

A  Samuel  Witherow,  sang  in  the  quartet  on  the  day  President  Lincoln 
gave  his  famous  Gettysburg  address,  Nov.  19,  1863. 


The  following  item  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  A.  Belle  Null,  Historian. 


“James  M.  Witherow — some  years  ago,  through  contact  made  with  Grace 
Witherow,  by  James  M.  Witherow  Moorehead,  Minn.,  a  correspondence  was 
carried  on  between  Mr.  Witherow  and  the  family  historian  Mrs.  T.  W.  Null. 
Many  letters  were  exchanged  which  were  of  much  interest  to  the  family. 
Mr.  Witherow  was  born  in  Ireland  and  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of 
seven  years.  From  what  Mr.  Witherow  knew  of  the  family  in  Ireland, — 
of  religious  occupations,  and  similarity  in  family  names,  etc.  we  feel  sure 
that  the  family  had  common  ancestors.  The  family  home  in  Ireland  called 
Auglish  Manor  is  an  estate  of  3,000  acres  and  was  in  the  family  for  genera¬ 
tions.  Mr.  Witherow  said  it  was  tradition  that  one  family  had  emigrated  to 
America  and  this  family  may  have  been  ancestor  John’s  family. 
1  have  pictures  of  Auglish  Manor,  spots  of  interest  on  the  estate  and  of  cem¬ 
eteries  where  many  Witherows  are  buried.  Mr.  Witherow  was  a  lawyer 
and  had  two  sons,  and  one  daughter.  While  on  a  western  trip  in  1941,  we 
called  on  him  at  his  home  in  Moorehead  and  found  him  a  very  affable  gentle¬ 
man  and  a  most  gracious  host.  He  is  now  dead.” 
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Arthur  Witherow— Three  years  ago,  a  member  of  the  family,  through 
fom,e  business  transaction,  learned  of  a  Witherow  family  in  Hornell,  N.  Y. 
iheir  connection  with  the  David  Witherow  line  has  not  been  established.  It 
has  been  established  that  the  ancestor  of  the  New  York  family  was  a  John 
Witherow  born  1799.  Married  Maria  Reed  (date  unknown)  and  to  this  union 
were  born  seven  children  of  whom  there  is  a  record  of  only  two.  Elizabeth 
and  Washington.  Elizabeth  married  Grier  Grayson,  died  in  Shippensburg,  Pa. 

Washington  Porter  Witherow,  born  1843,  married  Mary  Hahn  and  had 
two  children. 

Arthur  born  Dec.  26,  1879  in  Hornell,  N.  Y.  who  married  Catherine 
Houlehan,  Aug.  11,  1897.  To  this  union  one  son  was  born,  Donald  b.  Aug.  23, 
1898,  d.  Jan.  28,  1938.  Married  Florence  Swan  and  had  three  daughters:  Eliza¬ 
beth,  b.  Oct.  21,  1925.  Married  James  Booth  Feb.  18,  1933. 

Eileen  b.  Mar.  18,  1927.  Married  Robert  Mitchell  and  lives  in  Miam^vFla. 

Catherine  b.  June  24,  1933. 

Maude  Witherow  (Arthur’s  sister)  b.  1881  d.  1930.  Married  Fred  Weble 
and  had  five  children:  Merrell,  Norman,  Harold,  Helen  and  Doris,  all  living  in 
California. 

John  Witherow  (grandfather  of  Arthur)  served  in  the  Union  Army  and 
was  discharged  in  1863  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  is  thought  to  be  the  same 
John  Witherow  for  whom  the  memorial  window  was  given  in  the  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church,  Fannettsburg,  Pa.  as  the  ancestors  of  this  family  lived  around 
Chambersburg  and  Shippensburg,  Pa.  at  that  particular  time. 

Some  of  the  descendants  of  John  and  Jane  (Ross)  Witherow-,  are  buried 
in  the  Union  Cemetery  at  Thurmont,  Md. 

We  have  heard  of  a  Pat  Witherow  living  at  Charleston,  West  Va.  and 
also  three  brothers,  Thomas,  Earl  and  Joseph  Witherow  living  at  Wilkinson 
Boulevard,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  No  check  has  been  made  of  these  Witherows, — 
we  know  they  are  not  direct  descendants  of  David  Witherow,  but  may  be  des¬ 
cendants  of  David’s  brothers,  John-  or  Samuel-. 
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
